League of Nations are today making much capital out of just six 
words .uttered when the president addressed the Senate yester- 
day. They cite theae six words as proof of their contention thar 
the United States will stand committed to being robbed of its 
right to independence of action. The words are "at whatever cost 
•f Independent action" The President used these words in de- 
claring that the world demanded a new order of international pol- 
itics to obtain freedom and justice. Anti-leaguers believe that 
the President meant the term literally and that a literal inter- 
pretation of the owrds commits the U. S. to a policy, under the 
league, of an absolute surrender of independent action in world 
affairs.
